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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this application 
after appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a decision on the 
appeal. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14 and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 3/12/02 has been entered. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

1. Claims 16-24, 26-31, 33, 35, 38 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

2. Claims 32, 34, 36-37, 39 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
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because the specification, while being enabling for a method for obtaining expression of a tumor 
suppressor gene or suicide protein in a cell in vitro, does not reasonably provide enablement for 
said method practiced in vivo. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. 

These rejections are maintained for reasons of record in the previous Office Actions (Papers # 
4, 8 and 16). 

Applicants' traverse of these rejections (filed 3/12/02) is the same response as the response 
filed by applicants on 1/25/99. The arguments filed 1/25/99 were fully addressed by the 
examiner in the Office Action mailed 4/13/99 and said response by the examiner will not be 
repeated again. 



No Claims are allowed. 



All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.114.
